gotten a Warrant. Ptold her, The King, I thought, was well pleaſed 
with me; but I could not by any means get a Warrant, unleſs I would 
make Affdavit that I had ſeen the Papers in Mansfield's Lodging, 
and knew the Contents of them ; which I ſaid I couldnot do. Then 
the Counteſs and Mrs. Ce/ier were both very angry with me, for refu- 
fing to make oath that there were Papersthere, and the Contents of them 
ſuch , as that the Secretary might think fit to ifſue a Warrant to ſearch 
for them : And began to argue the cafe with me according to the uſual 
equivocating way of that Party 3 Firſt telling me that I might have 
faved my Oath, forthat Thad formerly ſeen and been at-the writing of 
ſome of them.

I anſwered, Yes; andthat I had been much troubled to 
find it out ; then ſaid She, You timorous Perſon, here, will you take 
theſe Papers, and convey them privately into ſome part of his Cloaths, 
or into his Coat Pockets, or into any part of his Room, or his Trunks? 
I anſwered, *Twas impoſſible for me to do that, becauſe I knew him 
not. The Counteſs told me, I muſt find ſome way to be acquainted 

with him, and take him.to a Tavern, and drink ſmartly, and then.

If this had been done, the whole Plot had gone on, and I was to 
have moved the King and Council to have impowered me to make 
Search in many other Gentlemens Lodgings and Houſes, both in City 
and Country.

Then ' twas that her Ladyſhip gave me fifteen Letters, and a Liſt 
of Names, one of which Letters, and. the Liſt, being writ by her 
own hand, She deſired they might be tranſcribed, which offered to 
do; But She told me that muſt not be, for the King had ſome Re. 
marks already under my hand, and would know 1t again, and ſo we 
might be diſcovered, for theſe muſt be brought to the King and Coun- 
cil. Then She gave me order to $0 toa Scrivener overagainſt Sowey- 
ſet-houſe, (becauſe I had no perſon that I durlt make privy to fuch a 
_ Secret) and bid me to kave them with him, and pay the perſon for 
writing them; then She- went away, and] went to the Scrivener, and 
got the Papers tranſcribed, and brought them back, and finding Mrs. 
* Cellier and Mr. Webb together by the fire, I took the Letters out of 
my pocket, and ſhewed 'em them, telling them thoſe were the papers 
I had that day of the Lady Powzs 3 they both peruſed ſome, if not all 
of them, and wiſh'd me good ſucceſs, and warranted me I ſhould be 
well rewarded for what I did in that buſineſs. Now the next Day 
being Wedneſday, Ofober the 15th 1679, I went mto Ax-Tard in 
Kingsſftreet, Weſtminſter, and enquired for Lodgings, and being met 
by ſome that hved thcreabout, I was directed to Mr. Alexander Har- 
ris's Houſe, which was the place where the ſaid 1/ansfeld lodged, 
where, under the feigned Name of Thoz2as, I enquired for Lodgings; 
the people readily took me into the houſe , to ſhew me what Rooms 
they had, but none would pleaſe me, but the two Rooms on a floor 
one pair of Stairs high, one of which being dilpoſed of, the Gentleman 
could not be diſpolleſl'd without his conſent 3 which could not then be 
obtain'd, becauſe he was out of the way : So that for that time I de- 
parted, |

I had then many Irons in the fire, and ſome of them, 1f I were not 
very nimble, would cool, for I was not to take a ſtep without diretti- 
ons from my great Maſters in the Tower, which having received, 
L went again on Fryday, OFob. 17,and agreed for thoſe two Rooms, pi- 
ving the Gentlewoman of the houſe her price: for a little mony,I thought, 
mult not break ſquaresin an Afﬀeair of that weight, and Colonel aan- 
ſel (for that is his true name) was willing to remove one pair of Stairs 
higher, that he might not hinder the houſe of fo beneficial a Lodger 
as I appear'd likely to be. When I came that Day, the Gentlewo- 
man of the Houſe being abroad, I was conducted by a Woman into 
the room whither A1a# jel was to remove, and there I was left alone 
for about half an hour; at which time (as appears by my own Confeſ- 
ſion) I lodged the treaſonable papers behind the Beds head. I promiſed 
to come that Night, with my Friend for whom [I pretended to have 
taken one of the rooms; but having an opportunity to let the Lordsin 
the Tower know what I had done, and how I proceeded,they orde- 
red me, by Mrs. Ce/ier, to go again to the King, and defire a Warrant 

to 
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to ſearch; whereupon I went to Mr. Cheffrnch, and was brought to 
His Majeſty, whom I earneſtly entreated to let me have a Warrant : 
His Majeſty fent me again to Mr. Secretary Coventry : But no War- 
rant could be obtained ; of which I ſent the Lords word : Then they 
Ordered Mrs. Ce/ier to direct me to ſome of the Cuſtom-houſe Ot- 
ficers, who had power to ſearch the houſe; that I might pretend to 
inform them where a conl1derable quantity of prohibited Goods thar 
had been imported were concealed : The next day being Saturday 
0Fob. 18. 1 went to the Lodging, and enquired if my Trunks were 
come, but they heard of none ; after ſome diſcourle I departed, pro- 
miſing to come and rake poſſeſſion the next Night, (tor that Night I 
could not, my Friend being out of Town ) bur I failed then alſo. 
On Monday 20. I viſited them again, and enquired whether my 
Trunks were yet come, and being anſwered in the Negative, I va- 
niſh't again. On Tueſday Night, (having by that time got full In- © 
{ſtructions how to proceed) about ten of the Clock at Night I went 
again with one Bedford, (who I told the Houle was that Friend, for 
whom [I had taken the other Lodging ;) but that Night we both lay 
together in one Bed in the Room one pair of ſtairs forward. 


On Wedneſday between ſeven or eight a Clock in the morning, 
Mar ſel being gone out about his Occaſions, came two Othcers of the 
Cuſtom-houſe, with a Conſtable, according to my appointment, to 
ſearch for prohibired or uncuſtomed Goods : They firft went into 
the Chamber where I and my Friend lay, and from thence were con- 
ducted by me into Manſels Chamber , where they made a thorow 
ſearch, breaking oper: the Trunks and Boxes, examining the Bed-. 
clothes, and at laſt, after intimation given by my felt, they proceed- 
ed to remove the Bed, which they did three foot from the wall, or 
more, but could find nothing till T went behind ir, and there eſpted a 
packet of Papers, (he that hikes can find) and preſently asked, What's 
#hat there 2 The Officer having firſt taken them down, I with great 
haſt ſnatched a Paper out of his hand, and cryed out, Here's Trea- 
Jon ! It was a Liſt of Names, ſome at length, others only the two firſt 
Letters. The Searcher opening another paper, and beginning to read, 
I again cryed out, There's Treaſon againſt his Majeſty, (and not on- 
ly the Papers, but the Perſon in whoſe Room they were found if he 
were preſent, ought to be ſecured :) The Officers knowing better 
what belongs to their own Office, than that of a Juſtice of Peace, 
took the Papers, and carried them not to a Secretary of State, (as [ 
directed them) but to their own Maſters at the Cuſtom-houſe 3 then 
[ left the Houſe and returned to Mrs. Ce/iers, and ſent word by my 
Boy to the Lord Pow7-s, that the Papers were ſcized by two of the Cu- 
ſtom-houſe Officers; then the Lords fearing leſt there might be ſome 
trick played, Ordered me to go forthwith and tell the King the man- 
ner how I cauſed the Papers to be ſeized 3 which I did : And His Ma- 
jelty ſent me for Mr. Secretary Coventry to give ſome Order in it. At- 
ter that I returned to Mrs. Cellier, and told her. I had the honour to 
be in a Room with His Majeſty alone 3 0b ! ſaid (he, What an oppor- 
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tunity have you let flip ! And ſoon after the Counteſs of Powys came, 
to whom 1 related the fame thing, Mrs. arte oTy, then preſent, the 
Lady looked on her, and ſaid, How bravely might he have killed the 
King if be bad been provided. oe wc ack!

| By this time Mrs. Harris being in great perplexity at” his unexpett- 
edand furprizing ſeizure, ſends her Brother, and preſently follows her

her ſaid Miſtreſs, That her life was in his hands : And that the Lady

She ſays ſhe never imployed me to draw Articles againſt Captain 
Richardſon, but yet confeſſed ſhe had ſeen fome I had drawn. 


Then I was called into make a repetition of my whole Informati- 
on, wherein Mrs. Cellier was concerned, to which ſhe anſwers by de- 
nyal of all, falling down on her Knees, beſeeching his Majeſty ſhe 
might not be tortured, for what ever ſhe might be brought to ſay by 
torture, other than what ſhe then ſaid, would be falſe. 


Mrs. Cellier Confeſſed at laſt that ſhe hid the Papers in the Mea 
Tb, but ſaid it was at my deſire; ſhe acknowledged ſhe gave me 
caution to call the King Lady Mary, and the Duke Lady Arne. 


Mrs. Cellier acknowledges the buſineſs of Calculating my Nativi- 
ty, but ſaid that according to Gadbaries papers I was tobe hang'd. 


Then was the Lady Pow called in and examined upon my In- 
formation, who generally denyed all, either that ſhe ſent any Letter

But Mr. Blaſder, in whoſe Houſe the Paper was read , faid; It ſet 
forth, How that his Adventures ſhould be very various, and that he 
ſould come betore ſome Judge, and te in Danger in a Sea-Fight.

The Lord Peterborough was called in, and having been told what 
was Objce&ted againſt him , as having encouraged me at his Lord- 
ſhip's Houſe, to go again to the Lord Shaftsbury, and to be ſure to 
Ditpatch him the third time : His Lordſhip flatly denied any ſuch 
thing ; and then in a large Diſcourſe appealed to the known Method 
of his Lite and Converſation, his Conſtant Services to the Crown, and 
how little he had been concern in this Matter , as being known by 
all Good men not to be capable of ſuch a Thing: That as to the Earl 
of Shaftsbury, he came lately Over with great Expectation of his aid 
and favour in Parliament; touching an unhappy Difterence ariſen with

Shaftsbury had already teſtified fo much Countenance in» this matter, 
that he came over tull ot Inclinations to do that Lord greater Ser- 
vices than he-can- well -exprels. 


That before his Daughter was difpoſed of in Marriage, a very No- 
ble Lady, the Lady Pewi , who had teſtified very great Inclinations,

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to have her Marricd to her Ladiſhip's Nephew ; upon wluch Obliga- 
tion he then grew Intimate with the ſaid Lady , and Leing a Perion 
that is not wont to forget his Friends in their Aftlictions, Jad olten 
gone to that Lady, to give her the beſt Comtort he could ; "That wait- 
ing on her Ladiſhip when he came lately from Flanders, the recom- 
mended to him juſt at parting.a very Charitable Woman, one Mrs. 
Cellier, unto whom the late Dutcheſs of Tork was a Debtor in 5 
or 600 /. 


That his Lordſhip being one of the Duke's Commiſſioners, did 
promiſe to further her Buſineſs : That in turther Recommendation of 
this Woman, the Lady added, That ſhe was a great Servant to the 
Duke and alſo to the King : And allo being a Woman ot great Un- 
derſtanding , and getting Acquaintance by her Opportunity of 
being a Midwife, into many conſiderable Families, ſhe had wrought 
about ſeveral Incenſed Perſons to be of better Principles and Inclina- 
tions bothto the King and the Duke. And more particularly , that 
this Woman had now found out a Man who was very able to difco-

That Mrs. Cellier came ſoon after to his Lodgings, that ſhe gave 
2 great Character of one Willoughby, who had much improved tm- 
ſelt abroad in the Service of the Prince of Orange, and under the 
Duke de Yilla Hermoſa ; that this man coming over and relorting 
to the Coffee-Houſes, was much Suprized at the Rebellious diſcour- 
ſes that he heard ; but that concealing his thoughts, he grew Famili- 
ar with the moſt Mutinous, who liked him fo well, that they carried 
him to their Clubs and private mectings, and being admitted to 
their Secrets, he found that great and dangerous things were preparing, 
againſt the Parliament. 


That ſhe deſired his Lordſhip but to procure a Warrant for ma-

He owned that he {aw me once at the Raizbow Coftee-Houle,and 
there pull'd off his Hat without ſpeaking to me, That he had ſeen 
the Danby-refletions, but knew not who writ them. 


Being asked, if he had heard any thing of the Murder of the 
Lord Shaftsbury ? he ſaid, That ſeveral Moneths ago there was 
ſuch a report ; And that one Adamſos a Watchmaker with. a 
Barber and others in Holbourn, were concern'din it , but that he 
never_heard any thing elſe thereof, much leſs ever conſulted ſuch 
a thing with the Lady Abergaveny. 


That he knows 7urzer the Bookſeller, and had the Pamphlet be- 
fore mentioned, from him , but denyes that he ever writ the ſame,

Mrs. Hoodman, who lives in Drury-Zane, at the Corner houſe —- -

Maid to Mrs. Celer, had been without attending, but wovld be gone; 
though ſhe adviſed her to ſtay, and that being out of ſervice ſhe 
knows not where to find her.
